It wants to keep 
men working, and it wants to do 
every job that the town needs to 
have done, and no amount of mis- 
representation on the part of any- 
one under whose nose waste exists 
can possibly change this. 

Monday night a group of men, 
with a payless Christmas staring at 
them, went to the Board of Select- 
men because they had been laid off 
by the public works department. 
Obviously, they had been told to go 
to the selectmen by someone in 
charge, but it was not the select- 
men’s problem. They could do 
nothing but refer them back to 
the public works department, and 
this is really where the trouble 
lies. One can say that the town 
meeting didn’t appropriate enough 
money, that the Taxpayers’ ASso- 
ciation wants to keep expenses 
down, that the Townsman wishes 
to stop the work of the public 
works department—but it would be 
merely trying to lay the blame on 
someone else for something that 
was caused by waste. This year to 
date a large sum has been spent
